The  Rose  is  probably  the  most  popular  flower  of 
today.  We  have  continually  kept  abreast  of  the 
times  and  are  growing  some  of  the  newer  introduc¬ 
tions,  varieties  that  have  been  tested  and  tried  by 
Rose  Authorities.  You  need  not  be  fearful  to  order 
any  of  the  list  offered  in  this  catalog  as  they  are 
sure  to  give  you  entire  satisfaction. 

To  have  beautiful  flowers,  it  takes  but  a  little 
labor  and  care  of  the  plants,  and  to  have  them  you 
must  do  a  little  work  in  the  garden  at  different 
times.  Do  not  neglect  to  cut  the  flowers,  if  you 
leave  the  flowers'  on  the  bushes  until  fully  blown, 
cut  off  the  seed  pods  that  are  left,  this  will  force 
new  shoots  and  of  course  you  will  have  more  flowers. 

PLANTING 

All  of  the  roses  we  ship  are  pruned  ready  for 
you  to  plant  in  your  garden.  In  planting  roses, 
study  the  illustration  below,  as  this  picture  clearly 
illustrates  how  to  plant  a  rose  bush  and  have  it  live 
and  produce  beautiful  flowers.  Set  the  plants  H.T.’s 
and  T.’s  15  inches  apart,  H.P.’s  24  inches  apart. 
Dig  the  bed  deep,  and  fill  with  plenty  of  well-rotted 
manure.  Bury  the  collar  or  bud  (B,  see  cut)  about 
3  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  soil  (A).  Spread 
the  roots  and  work  the  soil  amongst  them,  finally 
treading  firmly.  In  the  dry,  hot  season,  keep  the 
bed  well  watered  and  cultivated. 

INSECTS 

The  most  common  pests  are  aphis  or  lice,  green 
and  black  flies.  The  good  general  remedy  is  “Black 
Leaf  40.”  Directions  will  be  found  on  the  bottle. 
This  remedy  may  be  purchased  from  your  nearest 
seed  store. 

DISEASES 

For  mildew,  dust  the  leaves  with  powdered  sul¬ 
phur.  For  Black  spot,  Hammond’s  Copper  Solu¬ 
tion  is  recommended,  beginning  early  in  June  and 
spraying  every  week  during  July  and  August. 

There  is  on  the  market  a  great  many  insecticides 
for  use  in  place  of  the  ones  mentioned  above  and 
would  suggest  you  take  the  matter  of  bugs  and 
diseases  up  with  your  local  Seed  Store.
